NOT A LAW-MAKING OFFICE 


The Probate Office is no law-making office. The 
Legislature is the place to change the laws. I believe in 
our system of Commissioners Courts, but if a Board of 
Revenue is desired then the Legislature is the Place to 
start the change. I am not in favor of abolishing the 
Court of County Commissioners, which Coffee has had 
since the Civil War. We are doing very well with our 
Commissioners Court. 


THE CLERICAL WORK IMPORTANT 


In the Probate Offices at Elba and at Enterprise I 
have constantly pursued the policy of keeping clerks who 
can and do give all the people efficient and aceommodat- 
ing services in all matters which the office is charged with 
performing. In addition to the discharge of all legal 
duties incumbent upon my clerks, they have uniformly 
given of their time and their attention in helping all who 
come for such help and service. We pledge you continued 
courteous and accommodating and efficient service in the 
clerical work of the Probate offices. 


FINANCING THE COUNTY GOVERNMENT 


The biggest job of the Probate Judge is his executive 
and administrative work of financing the County Govern- 
ment. The Court of County Commissioners must provide 
the revenues to match all State and Federal Funds for the 
various departments and activities of the county govern- 
ment. It is necessary to put up the county dollar to get 
the state and federal dollars for old age assistance, and 
other public welfare work, and health work, farm and 
home demonstration work, and road and bridge work, 
and WPA Projects for jobs for our people. 

During my tenure in office there have served with 
me as Chairman of the Court of County Commissioners 
some fine men as your Commissioners, who were and are 
devoted to the task of conducting honest and economic 
administration of the financial affairs of the County. Some

CANCER REMAINS MAJOR 

CAUSE OF WHITE DEATHS 

Forty-seven Coffee County peo- 
ple have died of cancer during the 
past four years. Thirteen died 
during 1939. Cancer is curable if 
discovered early. We all need to 
have a regular physical examina- 
tion and a thorough one, 

More Alabama deaths among 
white women between 35 and 54 
years of age were attributed in 
1938 to cancer than to any other 
Single cause, Dr. J. N. Baker, State 
Heaith Officer, Montgomery, points 
out in calling attention to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's proclamation des- 
ignating April as Cancer Control 
Month throughout the United 
States, 

“Although cancer is still one of 
our most serious medical and 
health problems, and constituting 
a@ particularly serious problem for 
women, the outlook for the cancer 
patient is much more hopeful than 
it was even just a few years ago,” 
he said. “Whenever treatment is 
begun in the early stages, the pa- 
tient has a good chance of recoyv- 
ery. The American Society for 
the Control of Cancer has issued 
figures showing that, for instance, 
early-stage treatment of cancer of 
the skin results in 95 recoveries 
out of every 100 persons treated, 
whereas the cures among those 
who wait until a late stage has 
been reached represent only 30 
cut of every 100 treated.” 

Dr. Baker urged those having 
persistent lumps, sores that fail 
to heal within a reasonable time, 
or other conditions that possibly 
may be due to cancer to see their 
physicians without delay and ob- 
tain examinations to determine 
whether they have this disease,

HOT LUNCH VEGETABLES 
CLASSED NON-DEPLETING 


AUBURN, Ala.—Acreage donat- 
ed by farmers for the production 
of vegetables to be used in pro- 
viding pupils in rural schools with 
hot lunches will be non-depleting 
under the 1940 AAA program, 

“The AAA has decided,” says 
A. W. Jones, AAA administrative 
officer, ‘that the acreage devoted 
to vegetables which are not to 
be sold but which are to be used 
for the preparation of lunches for 
local schools is classified as home 
gardens, and therefore, will not 
be considered as soil-depleting nor 
as commercial vegetables. How- 
ever, if any part of the vegetables 
are sold, the entire acreage will 
b considered as commercial vege- 
tables in commercial vegetable 
counties and as soil-depleting in 
all counties. 

“The acreage to be used for the 
production of vegetables for use 
in school lunches must be desig- 
nated in advance of the produc- 
tion of the vegetabies, and the 
designation approved by the coun- 
ty committee, although it is un- 
necessary for the county commit- 
tee to approve the designation be- 
fore the vegetables are planted. 


Approximately 75 per cent of 
the fertilizer used by Alabama 
farmers are of the grades recom- 
mended by the Alabama Experi- 
ment Station. Many farmers use 
6-8-4 under their cotton while oth- 
ers side-dress cotton fertilized 
with lower grades with nitrate of 
soda,

DAIRY COWS PAYING 
THIS ALABAMA FARMER 


Dairy cows are being used by 
Mr, and Mrs, Grady Coleman, 
Pickens County, Alabama, in in- 
creasing their farm income. Their 
small dairy herd is handled so that 
from five to eight cows freshen 
each year. After failing to get a 
milk route established, they work- 
ed out arrangements with local 
merchants to buy their butter, 

Last year they sold an average 
of 10 pounds of butter each week 
—a total of $114.40 worth during 
the year—and fed the buttermilk 
to hogs and chickens, In addi- 
tion, they sold $210 worth of milk 
cows and yearlings. 

“We have a fine pasture and 
raise all our feed, such as hay and 
cotton seed—swapping our cotton 
seed for cottonseed meal,” says 
Mrs, Coleman, who does the 
churning, molding and wrapping 
of the butter.

Every war has been followed sooner or later by peace. 
Even in the absence of indications in that direction at the 
present time, peace will eventually come to Europe again. 
When that peace does come, the United States will be called 
on to participate in the making and safeguarding of its terms. 
In the realization that it is impossible for one nation to pros- 
per while others suffer the ravages of economic illness, the 


United States will be asked to make its contribution to the 
stabilization of world economy. 


This country will find it not only necessary, but expedient 
to assist in the creation of a new basis for the distribution of 
world wealth and the elimination of trade barriers whose 
presence had important bearing on the renewal of hostilities 
in the current. conflict. The American sacrifice will be tre- 
mendous, and will call for us to aid in rehabilitating an ex- 
hausted and war-torn world by redistributing on some plan, 
a part of the gold hoard now lying buried in Kentucky. 

The manner in which this distribution of world wealth 
takes place will have important bearing on the agricultural 
South. Trade agreements must be made with nations which 
are to receive shares of the American gold. Without able 
Southern leadership in Congress, occupying important com- 
mittee appointments, it would not be surprising to find South- 
ern farmers sold down the river by the tariff protected manu- 
facturers of the Hast and Middle West. 


Thankfully, the South is today ably represented on the 
most important committee in Congress, the committee of 
banking and currency, Its chairman is the Hon, Henry B. 
Steagall, representative of the Third Congressional District, 
of which Dothan and the Wiregrass are a part. As chairman 
of the banking and currency committee, Mr. Steagall will 
have an all-powerful voice in the course America will follow 
in the world settlement of economic ills, It will be his voice, 
and his initiative, which will prevent the industrial sections 
from exchanging American gold for foreign agricultural prod- 
ucts to be dumped in this country at the expense of Ameri- 
can farmers,

his committee, Mr, Steagall has won the respect and admira-

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SANTIPATION OFFICER URGES 
CONTROL OF RABLES IN DOGS 


Rabies is a disease primarily of 
dogs, secondarily of man, It is 
kept alive in nature mainly by the 
dog and the dog family, The dis- 
ease may be controlled, even ex- 
terminated, by intelligent meas- 
ures directed toward dogs, At- 
lacking the disease along these 
lines is logical, practical, effective 
and permanent, The elimination 
of the stray or ownerless dog is 
on important practical line of de- 
fense, 

Owners of dogs should, and by 
law must, without exception, have 
cach and every dog under their 
legal responsibility vaccinated 
once each year against rabies. All 
dog owners are advised to obtain 
this immunization for their dogs 
48 soon as possible, 

Lotus Ham, Jr., age 12, of Elba, 
was bitten by two dogs Friday, 
April 19th. His injuries were 
three separate bites, each of which 
broke through the skin and there- 


Grady fore were potentially dangerous 


because of the possibility of rabies, 
He was given first aid by Dr. 
Garland Weidner, County Health 
Officer, and sent to his family 
doctor for further treatment. Un- 
fortunately for the boy, one of the 
dogs died after being shot. This 
is unfortunate because there is no 
reliable way of making sure that 
the dog was not mad; therefore, 
the boy is taking the Pasteur 
treatments to prevent rabies, 

It is recommended that in the 
event of dog bite for the safety 
of the person bitten that the dog 
be protected and quarantined for 
14 days. If the dog is alive at the 
end of this period we can be sure 
that rabies will not develop in 
the person because of the dog: bite.

ALL CANDIDATES MUST 
PILE EXPENSE ACCOUNT 


Special attention of all ecandi- 
dates in county races is called to 
the law which requires the filing; 
of an expense account with the 
Probate Judge “not more than 10 
days nor less than 5 days prior to 
election,” 

The corrupt practice act sets 
cut the form for such expense ac- 
count which must show all ex- 
penditures made by the candidate 
i furtherance of his candidacy, 
and it must also show any and 
all donations and by whom made, 
The statement must be sworn to 
before an officer authorized to 
take acknowledgments, 

According to our calculations, 
this means that statements can 
be filed any day from next Sat- 
urday, April 27, to Thursday, May 
2. However, our advice to candi- 
dates is not Lo wait until the very 
last day, but make up your state- 
ment Monday, ‘Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday of next week and file it. 
The law also requires an addi- 
tional expense account to be filed 
within 15 days after the election, 

Candidates who fail to comply 
with these laws will be penalized 
by having his name left off the 
ballot, and should he be nominated 
would be disqualified,
